BOSTON, Aug. 12.—The famous old 


Vermont brigade held its grand rally and 
reunion on Boston common last evening. 
The brigade was composed of tho Sec- 
ond, Third, Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, and 
Eleventh regiments. There were pro- 
sent last evening about sis hundred 
stalwart veterans, and there were about 
five hundred more green mountain sol- 
diers who belonged to Stannard's fam- 
ous brigade and to other Vermont regi- 
ments. These veterans camo from all 
p"artfl of the union, but the greater num- 
ber, .about seven hundred, came froia 
Vermont. Col. Albert Clarke welcomed 
the Vermonters on behalf of the Boston 
associations of Vermont veterans, of 
which ho is president, and introduced 
Mayor Hart, who extended a welcome 
on behalf of the city. General T. A. 
Grant, commander of the brigade, spoko 
a word of greeting, aud was followed in 
short addresses by several distinguished 
old soldiers and other prominent men. 


The Michigan men aro making great 


and well-directed efforts to secure tho 
next national encampment for the city 
of Detroit. Tho regular G. A. K. dele- 
gation are reinforced by e, committee of 
fifty citizens of Detroit, who have come 
on especially'to urge their city and it is 
expected that-an advantageous bargain 
can be made with one of the sections 
desiring the commaudership for next 
yeir, whereby the strength of such sec- 
tion will go toward the selection of De- 
troit. 


As yet there is no organized opposi- 


tion to the claims of tho Detroit people; 
still much opposition is expected from 
Indianapolis and Topeka. 
The citi- 


zens' committee have their headquarters 
at the Vendome in conjunction with the 
Michigan delegation and are already 
busy doing missionary work among the 
other 
delegations. 
The 
committe 


brought with them much printed matter 
setting forth the advantages of Detroit 
for an encampment, and a large supply 
of Michigan badges with which they 
decorate all the converts to their side. 


Had tho weather been made to order 


for the veterans tho conditions could 
hardly have been more favorable for the 
G. A. B. demonstration to-day than 
they aro at this writing. The sun is en- 
tirely obscured, while a brisk northeast 
wind holds the flags straight out from 
then- masts. As early as 6 o'clock many 
veterans were already about the streets 
and crowds of people have begun to ar- 
rive in town and appear 
on the 


thoroughfares in holiday attire. 
Every 


regular train and many special ones ar- 
riving bring more than their quota of 
passengers, and with the veterans aud 
their families, it is estimated that one 
hundred thousand strangers will be in 
the city to-day. 


The influx of veterans continued tho 


entire night, and until tho small hours 
the • streets were simply packed with 
humanity. This morning long special 
trains were stretching back from all the 
depots awaiting an opportunity to run 
in and unload their living freight of 
visiting Grand Army posts and sight 
seers. 


Before eight o'clock the roar of can- 


non from the fleet in the harbor an- 
nounced that the Dispatch with Secre- 
tary Tracy, Vice-President Morton and 
General Sherman on board, was coming 
up tho bay, and half an hour later an- 
other salute announced her arrival in 
the harbor. The distinguished gentle- 
men-were escorted to the Vendome, and 
subsequently Secretary Tracey and 
Vice-President Morton to their seats on 
the presidential reviewing stand at 
Copley's square. 


President Harrison breakfasted at tho 


Vendomo early. 
Shortly 
before 9 


o'clock ho received tho governor and 
state delegation and the party took car- 
riages and rode over a portion of tho 
route of tho parade to view tho decora- 
tions. 
The 
president was driven 


through Dartmouth street, Columbus 
avenue, Chester park, Washington aud 
Boyleston streets to Copley square, 
whore ho took bis place on the review 
ing stand and was soon surrounded by 
many other notable gentlemen. ^During 
the carriage ride the president was the 
recipient of many expressions of good 
will and respect from the crowds along 
the way. 


Meantime the formation of tho great 


parade was proceeding with all possible 
despatch on Commonwealth avenue. 
Departments were moving in parallel 
streets until opposite their proper places 
and then coming into position ttrough 
side streets. Tho common aud streets 
adjacent thereto were black with march- 
ing posts, while raauy thousands of 
upeotfttore 
witnessed tho manouvres 


from the public garden and every other 
spot in the neighborhood where space 
could bo procured. 


At least au hour before the parade 


was to start the windows aud balconies 
of houses along tho line of march and 
rows of seats, which had been erected 
on every available space, were well iilled 
with an expectant multitude. Immense 
truck wagons, with tiers of seats on 
them, were backed up at the junction 
of all side streets and seats sold at high 
prices at all places. 
'Ino sidewalks 


were ono mass of humanity. 


The vast crowd would have been an 


inspiring sight in the absence of tho 
more imposing one furnished by tho 
marching hosts. 
There 
was unex- 


pected delay in the formation of tho 
column, owing to the lateness of tho ar- 
rival of delegates from suburban places 
and the difficulty of massing so largo a 
body of men on such narrow quarters. 
There seemed to bo gieat confusion on 
the comer where departments and posts 
were scattered about, and spectators 
running hither and thither. 


At 11:30 all was ready. Cominander- 


in-Ohief Alger, with his full staff of GOO 
mounted men. escorted by tho E. W. 
Kenstey post, of Massachusetts, mount- 
ed and headed by a corps of mounted 
police, rode to the head of the Illinois 
department. Tho band struck up "God 
Bless tho Soldiers," and then followed 
the greatest street pageant ever witness- 
ed in Boston.

Oakland city limits. Prom the circum- 
stances of the escape it was plain that 
two of the jail officials must bav o re- 
ceived bribes from the Chinamen to 
allow them to escape and these men 
were at once arrested, while the Chinese 
were brought over to this city.

The management of the finances of 


the state has been in the hands of the 
republicans since 1886, and" since 1888 
the governor has been republican. Not 
one dollar misapplied can be laid at the 
door of any democratic state officer, and 
when the present state treasurer took 
the offioe from his democratic prede- 
cessor he gave the latter a clear receipt 
for every dollar of state funds.

He was very much of a gentleman, pos- 
sessing a high sense of honor, refined n 
manner, which was innate, not simulat- 
ed or acquired."

to day that the Wabash had been sold 
to the Canadian Pacific, but all efforts 
of THE SENTIKEII reporter to trace the 
report to a certainty were unavailing as 
no one -seemed to know anything 
definite in regard to the matter.

ramanity. This morning long special 
trains wore stretching back from all the 
depot* awaiting an opportunity to run 
in and unload their living freight ot 
visiting Grand Army posts and sight 
seers. 


Before eight o'clock the rosr of can- 


non from the fleet in the harbor au- 
normoed that the Dispfttoh with Secre- 
tary Trat?, Viofi-Fresident Morton and 
General Sherman on board, was coming 
up tho bay, and half an hour later an- 
other salute announced her arrival in 
the harbor. The distinguished gentle- 
men-were escorted to the Vendome, and 
subsequently Secretary Traoey and 
Vioe-Preaident Morton to their seats on 
tho presidential reviewing stund at 
Copley's square. 


President Harrison breakfasted at tho 


Vendomo early. 
Shortly 
before 0 


o'clock he received tho governor and 
state delegation and the patty took car- 
riages and;: rode over a portion of tho 
route of tho parade to view the decora- 
dons.

through Dartmouth street, Columbus 
avenue, Chester pork, Washington and
